The Gro&e Luge Technique In Action 


In an article published in April 2024 veteran antifascist Gerry Gable provided an extract from his forthcoming 
autohagiography. Since part of the article rehashes allegations about David Myatt using the Grof&e Luge Technique, 
we provide a suitable riposte.

1. The grof&e Luge (Big Lie) propaganda technique is where a lie or accusation- or several lies or accusations - about a person, or persons, or 
group, is or are repeated so often by so many and by various means that a large proportion of people accept the lie or lies or accusation(s) as fact 
even though nothing probative in support of such lies and accusations is ever presented. 


This technique is based upon the Fallacy Of Ad Populum which is when a person either ‘follows the crowd' and believes or claims that because so 
many others have claimed or believe something it is probably true, or when they are convinced, usually emotively, by a propagandist or politician 
or by some populist speaker that something is true or that someone or some many are guilty or culpable. 


The unproven allegation: 


"Myatt wrote an essay entitled A Practical Guide to Aryan Revolution, posted online in November 1997. It 
advocated violent race war and included chapters on Assassination and Terror Bombing." 


The reality, verifiable by primary sources such as Police custody records and SO12 and SO13 files: 


The most common accusations are that during his National Socialist years he (a) directly, or indirectly 
through the text A Practical Guide to Aryan Revolution, inspired David Copeland and (b) through his writings 
incited racial hatred, and through the text A Practical Guide to Aryan Revolution and possibly as part of a 
conspiracy with others, incited murder. 


In early 1998 following pressure from Michael Whine of the Board of Deputies of British Jews, and from 
antifascists such as Gerry Gable, Myatt was arrested at his village home near Malvern by Detectives from 
S012 (Special Branch) of Scotland Yard as part of Operation Periphery which had been set up to investigate 
him in relation to incitement to racial hatred and conspiracy and incitement to murder. The Police spent 
seven hours searching Myatt's four-bedroom detached home where he lived with his wife and family, and 
seized and removed his computers and files. Myatt was taken to Malvern Police station and interviewed 
several times. He was later bailed with one of his bail conditions being to attend further interviews with 
officers from SO12 at Charing Cross Police station in London. 


S$O12, in conjunction with British security services and overseas agencies such as the Canadian police, then 
spent three years trying to find evidence sufficient to bring a criminal prosecution and convict him on such 
charges. In 1999 following the London nail-bombings and the arrest of Copeland the investigation was 
widened and included Detectives from the then Anti-Terrorist Branch (SO13) who interviewed Myatt about 
Copeland. 


Despite the three-year long investigation involving multiple law enforcement agencies in the United Kingdom 
and abroad the Police and forensic teams failed to find evidence sufficient to bring a criminal prosecution, 
and in the Summer of 2001 Myatt was released from his bail. 


Thus the accusations regarding his writings inciting racial hatred, regarding his authorship of A Practical 
Guide to Aryan Revolution and of him directly or indirectly influencing Copeland, and of inciting murder, were 
found to be without substance.

Statement: 


A BBC TV programme "investigated the links between Copeland and the NSM and the extent to which he had 
been influenced by Myatt..." 


Background: 


One of the producers behind the BBC Panorama programme was an antifascist who had previously (in 1998) been 
challenged to a duel by Myatt for spreading lies about him. {1} The antifascist then ran way and went into hiding. He 
would later make jokes about the duel; repeat his lies about Myatt; and make up new lies going so far as to claim, 
without providing any evidence, that Myatt "lies through his teeth", with the antifascist in question - honoured in 2016 
by the British Establishment with the award of an MBE - making the claim in an interview with Canadian journalist 
Justin Ling in March 2022. 


As for Myatt himself, in 2012 in his 20-page essay A Matter of Honour, he wrote {2} 


I have, when asked in person, or via impersonal means of communication such 
as letters, always denied such allegations of such involvement, as I have, on 
numerous occasions, challenged anyone to provide evidence to support such 
accusations. No such evidence has ever been forthcoming !"). 


For instance, I was for several days, in early 2000, covertly filmed, 
photographed, and followed by an investigative team working for the BBC as 
part of their research for a Panorama programme about David Copeland and the 
London nail-bombings !!. Prior to that surveillance, and for an ever longer 
period, I was also the subject of covert surveillance by a private investigator 
hired to undertake preliminary research for that BBC investigation. What did all 
this covert surveillance and investigation reveal? A satanist? No. Someone 
living an ordinary, rather boring, life with his wife and family in a small village 
near Malvern who went to work everyday on a bicycle to a nearby farm.

In respect of rumours and allegations, I have, on a few occasions, challenged 
some individuals to a duel with deadly weapons, according to the etiquette of 
duelling. Not one of the individuals so challenged to a duel had the honour to 
accept, or issue a public apology in lieu of fighting such a duel. 


As I wrote some thirteen or more years ago: 


" T have never bothered to have recourse to civil law, and established 
Courts, to sue those making libellous allegations about me quite 
simply because the only law I believe in and strive to uphold is the law 
of personal honour. Given that I have challenged two journalists, 
according to the law of personal honour, to a duel with deadly 
weapons for making such malicious allegations, and given that they 
did not have the honour to accept this challenge or issue an apology in 
lieu of fighting a duel, I consider my honour vindicated." 


Such challenges, the lack of evidence to support the allegations and rumours, 
and the refusal of those so challenged to a duel of honour to either fight that 
duel of honour or issue an apology, reveals the truth of this particular matter - 
at least to those possessed of aréte. 


Statement: 


"The third doorstep was by far the most telling. David Myatt, living in rural Cambridgeshire, was being 
watched by an ex-police surveillance officer with a specially-kitted out van. His movements were established 
and when, in the morning, he cycled through a narrow passageway from his quiet street to the nearby main 
road, Myatt’s route was blocked by Panorama’s film crew. Again, his retreat was sealed off by a parked van, 
and he was interrogated by Graeme McLagan..." 


The third doorstep was by far the most telling. David Myatt, living in rural 
Cambridgeshire, was being watched by an ex-police surveillance officer with a 
specially-kitted out van.

There was no intent to retreat as can be ascertained from the film-clip since Myatt never looked behind him and simply 
stopped and calmly answered the questions before continuing to cycle to work on a nearby farm. 


In addition, Myatt then lived in the village of Leigh Sinton, near Malvern, not in Cambridgeshire as Gable falsely claims. 


Statement: 


Repeating that he had no comment to make, even when provided with the opportunity to deny any influence 
on Copeland, Myatt only broke from his script once, when McLagan asked him “Any guilt?” 


“What | feel” he replied, “is between me and God. It is nothing to be made public. It is a private matter”. 
He might try telling that to the bereaved and maimed and injured victims of Copeland’s attacks. 


The prejudicial assumption behind the snide after-the-fact comment - "he might try" - by the reporter was the 
presumption that Myatt had influenced Copeland for which assumption there is no proof whatsoever, as the Police 
(SO12 and SO13) discovered during their three year (1998-2001) investigation of Myatt codenamed Operation 
Periphery, qv. the screenshot in "the unproven allegation" section above. 


Furthermore, 


i) The judicial background was not given: which is that Myatt was still on bail following his arrest in 1998 for incitement 
to racial hatred and incitement to murder and had been previously advised by a solicitor not to make any public 
comment about any related matters. He would only be released from his bail over a year later, in 2021, when the 
criminal case against him was withdrawn because of lack of evidence. 


ii) Look at Myatt's body-language before he answered the question, which is indicative of his feeling regarding his 
political past which past he had rejected following his conversion to Islam in the Autumn of 1998. {3} 


iii) What was broadcast was an edited extract and did not include all of Myatt's replies which included him revealing he 
had converted to Islam.

A photograph of David Myatt with members of Column 88 taken in the 1970s. Myatt, with mustache, is on the bottom 
left. Column 88 (C88) was a 1970s to mid-1980s National Socialist paramilitary group and was rumored to be the 
British section of the NATO ‘stay behind’ Gladio network trained and equipped during the Cold War to conduct sabotage 
in the event of a Soviet invasion of Western Europe. The Runic (Odal, Othala, Homeland) patch on the uniform was the 
insignia of C88, and was previously used by the 7th SS Volunteer Mountain Division Prinz Eugen.
